S a n A n to n io , Texas, S ep t 
I.—An 
earthquake b u rst the earth en w alls of 
an artesian w ater basin in the hills 
aear Uvalde, a thriving’ tow n, the 
county seat of Uvalde county, Texas, 
a t 2 o’clock yesterday m orning. 
The 
flood overw helm ed 
the town, sub­ 
m erging and w recking houses and 
drow ning a num ber of people. 
I t is 
feared th a t 200 cr 300 people may have 
been drow ned in the low lands south 
of Uvalde. 
Among those know n to have perished 
are the following:

H ATCH, JOE, MRS. 
M A LEY . 
, infant. 
TWO MEXICANS. 
THREE FAMILIES, names unknown. 
I t was 2 o’clock in th e m orning 
w hen the flood came. 
The w eather 
had been th reaten in g and there were 
om inous clouds to th e n o rth ea st of 
th e town. 
The atm osphere had been 
close during the evening and predic­ 
tions of a storm were freely made. 
T he d ark clouds rose 
higher and 
higher. 
Ju st as the storm broke over 
th e city in all its fury a to rre n t of 
w ater rushed dow n the Leona river, 
overflow ing the banks of th a t stream 
and flooding the low lands on either 
side to a depth of several fe e t 
It 
w as a t first supposed the flood was 
caused by a cloudburst. 
An earth q u ak e shock of some sec­ 
onds’ duration w as d istinctly fe lt d u r­ 
ing the n ig h t 
At one place near the 
city a q u arter of a mile of heavy cracks 
appear on each side of the Leona 
river, having apparently no bottom. 
The east side of Uvalde is b u ilt on 
low land and was directly in the p ath 
of this w ater. 
All the houses in the 
h e a rt of the tow n w ere subm erged, 
and in the darkness and throughout 
th e dow npour of rain th a t was falling 
could be heard the cries of distress 
from the ill-fated in h ab itan ts in th eir 
w ild efforts to save th eir lives and 
those of th eir fam ilies and loved ones. 
T here were a num ber of m iraculous 
escapes, and th e rescuers and the 
rescued perform ed m any heroic acts. 
As soon as those in the higher p art 
of the tow n were made aw are of the 
terrible flood 
and its dire conse­ 
quences the work of rescuing w as be­ 
gun and carried out as rapidly as pos­ 
sible in the darkness of th e n ig h t 
G reat apprehension is felt for the 
fam ilies living on the ditch south of 
Uvalde, w here from seventy-five to 
one hundred fam ilies live, and the 
lan d lying fifteen feet low er th a n 
Uvalde. 
I t is feared they have been 
destroyed. 
One M exican fam ily liv­ 
ing on the ranch of L. Scwartz, five 
m iles below, is supposed to have been 
lost, no vestige of the ranch buildings 
being le ft 
I t is feared th a t lndi- 
anolas history is reported. 
A track w alker of th e Southern Pa­ 
cific, afte r w ading through w ater up 
to his neck w ith his la n tern elevated 
above his head, succeeded in feeling 
his way far enough east to in tercep t 
a w estbound train and prevent its 
plunging into the raging river w here 
the railroad bridge had 
been de­ 
stroyed. 
News reached Uvalde th a t three 
fam ilies living 
below 
tow n 
were 
drow ned. 
The nam es have n o t y et 
been learned. 
The loss to the Southern Pacific com­ 
pany is enormous, forty miles of track 
and m any bridges having been washed 
away. 
Over one hundred carloads of 
m aterial and 300 laborers le ft San 
A ntonio for the scene of the w reck­ 
age. 
The dam age to the Southern 
Pacific extends eastw ard ab o u t seven­ 
ty-five miles from Uvalde. 
A rough estim ate of the loss to 
property in general and the railroad 
com pany will, as far as known, reach 
$1,500, OOO.

Campania experienced dense fog on the 
banks for nine hours and was forced to 
run a t a greatly reduced speed. 
I t is 
calculated th a t not less than sixty 
miles were lost ow ing to these u n ­ 
favorable conditions. 
A ccording to 
her log the big steam er’s run was, up 
to noon, Aug. 26, 466 kuots, and daily 
th ereafter 513, 45L, 311, 505 and 365 
knots to D aunts rock.

B o n g K o n g, Sept’ I.—A terrible fire 
has occurred on the Canton river. 
A flower boat caught fire and the 
flames spread u n til hundreds of those 
craft were destroyed. 
The progress 
of the.fire was so rapid th a t a t least 
1,000 natives perished in the flames or 
drowned. 
The flower boats were 
moored stem and stern, in rows, and 
large num bers of natives lived upon 
them. 
The 
spread of the conflagration 
from one boat to another was so rapid 
th a t the unfortunate Chinese had no 
tim e to cut aw ay from the moorings, 
a strong w ind m aterially helping the 
increase of the fire. 
M any hundreds of persons on board 
the flow er-boats leaped overboard and 
w ere drow ned, w hile several hundred 
others rem ained on board and perished 
in the flames. 
M onday la st Hong K ong was de­ 
clared free of the plague. 
The num ­ 
ber of cases has been reduced to a 
minimum.

AND SPREAD HAVOC

PLODES T H IS MORNING. 


End of the Building 
Blown Out and 
Glass In the Stores of J. L. Ford 
& Son, The Golden Eagle, F. D. 
Kimball’s and Marzluff s Shoe Fac­ 
tory Broken—Six Are Hurt. 


An explosion th at shook buildings 
in all parts of town and was followed 
by a fire alarm brought all of Janes­ 
ville up with a short, sharp 
jerk at 
7:35 this morning. 
It cost $6,002. 
The twenty-horse power boiler in 
Charles A. Stanton’s laundry.under the 
Merchants and Mechanics bank had 
exploded with terrific force, spreading 
destruction on every side, making a 
wreck in the laundry, breaking glass 
and springing walls in the adjoining 
buildings. 
Six people were slighily injured. 
They were: 


M ISS .JULIA K IN N A , buried in th e bebris; 
head cut slightly and body severely bruised. 
M ISS K IT T IE CONNORS, wound on the leg. 
and cuts; none serious. 
M ISS

The damage done was widespread 
and can be summaried as follows:

The entire building is m ere or less d am ­ 
aged. 
POST O FFIC E BU ILD IN G , the portion in 
th e rea r basem ent occupied by C. P. Bl ock­ 
house dye house, m ore or less w recked and the 
columns holding the front sprung out of place. 
J. L. FOR D ’S STORE, plate glass in front all 
stove to atom s. 
GOLDEN EA (J LE, clothing store, plate glass 
broken. 
VACANT STORE, B. B. Baker s old stand, 
plate glass broken. 
F. I). KIM BALL, plate glass broken. 
F. M. MARZ LU E F S building, glass on the 
side n ear tile explosion all broken.

It was a “ luc^y accident.” 
Had the explosion gone the other 
way there is 
l o telling how many 
people would have been killed or how 
much damage to property would have 
followed. 
ISuildingH W ere S hak en . 
It was exactly at 7:35 when the 
crash came. 
It was 
the 
jarring 
thud 
and 
suppressed 
rumble 
th at always denote the exploding of a 
boiler and the shock was felt all over 
town. 
People near the scene saw a 
column of brick and debris shoot into 
the air above the roofs of the build­ 
ings and an instant later it rained 
down into the river and on the adjoin­ 
ing buildings. 
A great cloud of dust 
arose a n i the firemen at the West side 
station pulled their box, 18, thinking 
their services m ight be needed. 
The 
alarm following 
the 
explosion so 
closely called out an immense crowd 
of people who thronged the sidewalks 
and streets in all directions. 
The wreckage th at was plainly ap­ 
parent told where the trouble lay. 
Behind the laundry and inside a circle 
of big willow trees lay pi’es of brick, 
tim ber and machinery while a gaping 
hole in the rear wall of the building 
extended nearly to the third floor. 


B o ller Lay In th e W reck. 
At one side lay the tubular portion 
of the boiler w ith the shell gone and 
around it was the shattered machinery 
and ruins. 
Inside the laundry was a 
mass of crushed and broken bricks, 
shivered timbers, tw isted and broken 
belts and bent and blackened gas 
pipes. 
The whole end of the build 
ing was gone and from the front office 
the view over the ruins extended to 
the Marzluff factory in the rear. 
A 
little column of smoke here and there 
showed where a hot coal was smoul­ 
dering but there was no fire. 
The 
whole building was filled w ith dust 
and furniture and machinery was all 
disarranged, one heavy bosom ironer 
being set nearly on end. 
Brochaus’ dye house also suffered. 
The side wall of the rear addition 
next to the laundry was blown in, 
disabling 
some of the 
machinery. 
Gustave Hai6e was a t work in the 
room and was cut on the head by a 
flying brick. 
J. L. Ford’s window display, con 
sisting of rolls of goods, were nearly 
buried in broken 
glass. 
The two 
front windows had gone and some on 
the side while the stairw ay a t the 
back door was littered w ith soot, 
ashes and dust. 
Miss Morrissey’s 
dressmaking rooms, which are located 
above the room in which the explo­ 
sion occurred, were strewed w ith dirt 
aud sewing machines and furniture 
all moved from their places. 
Had 
there been anyone a t work here they 
would have been injured as the whole 
north wall of the room is gone. 
N o C ause K now n. 
No cause can be assigned for. the 
accident. 
Frank McCuen was the 
engineer in charge, he taking the 
place of Merton Stanton who is on his 
vacation. 
McCuen was seen a few 
minutes after the explosion, when he 
said: 
“I had just filled the boiler with 
water. 
I had forty pounds of steam. 
I went after coal with a wheelbarrow, 
and when I was coming back I heard 
steam escaping, as though a pipe was 
broken. 
I put the barrow down, and 
aa I did so the explosion came. 
I 
was at the rear corner next to the 
river.” 
This explanation is 
all that is 
known about the cause 
of 
the 


explosion. 
The boiler was compar!- 
tively a new one, being built a t Jef­ 
ferson by F. O. Ambrose, and was put 
into the laundry new one year ago 
last May. 
It was twelve feet long and 
contained twenty-six hues. 
E xplosion Was Terrific. 
The force of the explosion was ter­ 
rific. 
Not only did the huge boiler 
tear out the ends of the building, but 
the boiler itself was hurled a distance 
of thirty feet to the rear and to one 
side. 
The boiler was completely torn 
to pieces, only a portion of the flues 
rem aining together. 
The steam en­ 
gine and portion of the boiler plate, 
were throw n at least one hundred feet 
to the rear, some of the pieces falling 
into the river, which for some time 
after the explosion was strew n w ith 
flouting wreckage. 
With the crash 
the plate glass collapsed in the Golden 
Eagle. J. L. Ford’s, M. G. Jeffris’ va­ 
cant 6tore, F. D. Kimball’s and other 
places. 
A flying plank came down 
end foremost and crashed through tho 
bridge between Kimball’s store and 
the small 
brick building 
in the 
rear 
as 
if 
the 
two-inch 
plank 
had been pasteboard. 
Nearly every 
window 
in Mar/.luff’s factory was 
broken and in many instances 
sash was torn out bodily. 
No One Seriously H urt. 
Lucky it was, but 
seriously injured. 
Miss Julia Kiana, one of the em­ 
ployes, was at work sorting clothes 
near the boiler, she was knocked 
down by flying boards, and complete­ 
ly buried in the debris. 
When res 
cued she was partly unconscious, her 
head was slightly cut and her body 
bruised. 
After being examined by 
Drs. Woods and Metcalf, she was 
taken to her boarding house at 202 
Cherry street by the fire patrol am ­ 
bulance. 
Miss K iltie Conners, who was stand­ 
ing near Miss Kenna also received a 
wound on the leg, but not serious. 
Cornelius Roberts received a cut in the 
face. 
Miss Bertha 
Greenwald was 
slightly injured. 
A. 
Kapelsky was 
working at his bench in Ford’s tailor 
shop, and a heavy bench was whirled 
against his leg. producing a painful 
bruise. 
Seven P eo p le W ere in 
D anger. 
Mr. Stanton employs seven hands, 
all of whom were in the building at 
the time. 
Had the boiler gone in the 
opposite direction from th at taken, 
many, if 
not all of these people, 
would have been hurt. 
The building 
is a three-story brick, built in the 
river, the foundation being piling and 
stone. 
The boiler was located in an 
addition at the rear end. Mr. Stanton 
had been proud of the fact th at bis 
establishm ent was a complete one. 
Al. Smith had just stepped into the 
office, and was talking with Mr. Stan­
